The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the invention relates to 
compounds of formula (I) and methods of use for treating cancer. Several prior arts of record, such as US 
5,571,914 and 6,207,673, disclose similar compounds having six-member rings at position Y. On page 
3, paragraph 5, of the specification "5-membered heteroaryl" is defined as a mono- to tricyclic rings 
containing at least one aromatic ring having 5 ring atoms, which include at least one of O, N or S. This 
definition is relevant to certain claims, such as, claims 8-10, 41-44, etc.
